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TOTALITARIAN TRADE GAINS? 

Alarm has been manifested in some quarters 
over the possible loss of business in countries 
‘brought under the domination of Germany. The 
alarm, as well as the loss, seems to have been 
greatly magnified. That is, so far as the aspect 
of trade with the United States is concerned. 

From the American angle the latest trade 
Statistics are self explanatory. Eastern Europe, 
which includes what was formerly Austria and 
Czechoslovakia, as well as Poland, Danzig, 
Hungary, Rumania, Bulgaria, Yugoslavia, Al- 
bania and Greece—all combined—purchased 
only 1.8 per cent of all exports from the United 
States in 1937. The same countries furnished 
only 3.2 per cent of this nation’s imports. If 
Germany and Italy are added to the group, it 
comes to only 7.8 per cent of all exports and 
exactly the same percentage of imports. 

While a small percentage could upset the 
nation’s trade balance, it is certainly nothing 
to get alarmed over, when compared with the 
nation’s trade with other countries. Moreover, 
it does not necessarily follow that trade with 
Germany will suffer to any great extent. It is 
now at the irreducible minimum, and has been

of the so-called sterling bloc, which 
the British Empire and Scandinavia, comes to 
31 per cent. Thus, 61 per cent of the world’s 
trade is to be found in areas where totalitarian- 
ism is not the controlling influence. 

The danger, so far as the United States is 
concerned, lies in losing South American trade 
to Germany. Although many commentators 
have dwelt with great emphasis on the alleged 
failure of the United States to take full ad- 
vantage of its opportunities there few, if any, 
have pointed out just how this best could be 
accomplished. The trade is desirable, is worth 
fighting for, and no doubt much will be ac- 
complished to that end at the forthcoming Lima 
conference. 

Unfortunately, however, the United States is 
at a distinct disadvantage when it comes to 
increasing trade with most South American 


countries. Commodities which they have for 


sale are, generally speaking, the same as the 
United States already has in abundance, such 
as grain, cotton and cattle. 

On the other hand, Germany needs these 
things. And she can supply, to a large extent, 
exactly what South America needs at present 
—manufactured goods. After all, foreign trade 
is simply a matter of one country swapping its 
surplus goods for commodities which it needs 
but. does not produce. South Americans can't 
buy more goods from the United States unless 
the United States buys more goods from them. 


NEW PROBLEM FOR JAPAN. 

A new problem arises to perplex the Japa- 
nese, as the army adventure in China grows 
more involved each day and as it becomes more 
and more evident that the desifed complete 
subjugation of the Chinese involves a task far 
greater than was originally envisioned. 

Now, it is reported from Tokyo, Japan ls 
faced with a serious shortage of factory work- 
ers. Due to the ever-growimg demands of the 
army, for manpower, the usual surplus labor 
from the farm areas, which hitherto kept up 
the supply of workers in industry, has been 
absorbed. It has gone into the army, instead 
of into the factories. 

There is no solution of the problem in any 
save one way, say population experts. That is, 
through the importation of Chinese coolie 
labor for industries requiring least training of 
workers. 

There was hope that labor might be brought 
to Japan from Korea, but that hope has faded 
with the rapid industrialization of that sector. 
Replacement of human labor by rapid mechani- 


gation of industry is oue of the question in a 


country already hard put to find iron and steel 
sufficient for its munition plants. 

Yet, the suggestion that Chinese coolies may 
be imported to work in the textile and other 
factories of Japan, has aroused a new fear, on 
the part of the Tokyo government and in the 
hearts of the Japanese people. That is the fear 
of lowered living standards and the creation of 
a race problem in the land of the Mikado. 

The Japanese people may not yet realize it, 
but the seizure of Manchuokuo and the invasion 
of China proper have already created a race 
question which, ultimately, will probably result 
in the disappearance of the Japanese them- 
gelves, as a separate people, from the world. 

For absorption into the teeming population 


of China has been the fate of all “conquerors” 
of China in history. Importation of Chinese 
coolie labor will merely hasten that fate, by 
spreading to the Japanese mainland its inevit- 
able progress in the conquered areas. 


ONE-EYED DRIVERS. 

According to the National Society for the 
Prevention of Blindness, nearly two per cent 
of the nation’s drivers of motor vehicles are 
blind in one eye. And between 20 and 40 per 
cent have a deficiency in vision which handi- 
caps them in driving. Despite. this, however, 
only 20 states have made good vision one of 
the requisites to obtaining a driver’s license. 
Even in these states there is no agreement as 
to visual standards, due perhaps, to the absence 
of uniformity of attested facts on the part play- 
ed by vision in driving. 

The driver with “normal” eyes, the national 
society further avers, has a field vision of 190 
degrees. The one-eyed driver, on the other hand, 
is limited to between 110 and 135 degrees, de- 
pending upon the protrusion of the good eye or 
the bridge of the nose. Because of individual 
inaptitude for detail, however, the circle of 
vision of all drivets, normal or otherwise, is 
generally much less than the figures given. 

“The driver with a blind or deficient right 
eye,” to quote the society, “has difficulty in per- 
ceiving pedestrians stepping from sidewalks or 
walking along the roadway; in viewing the road 
when making a right turn; in perceiving cars 
approaching from the right at intersections; 
in passing other cars: (apt to cut in too soon 
or clip rear bumper in cutting out) in perceiv- 
ing road signs and traffic lights; in backing 
out from angle parking or ‘perceiving others 
backing out and keeping on the right side of 
the road, due to inability to readily see the edge 
of the road. 

“The driver with a blind or deficient left 
eye, experiences difficulty in perceiving pedes- 
trians on account of losing them in a blind 
spot; of viewing the road when making a left 
turn; in perceiving cars approaching from the 
left at intersections: in avoiding on-coming 
cars; in perceiving road signs—losing them in 
blind spots; in backing out from parallel park- 
ing; in perceiving jaywalkers in the middle of 
the road and in watching rear traffic in mir- 
ror.” 

Of course there are many drivers with two 
perfectly good eyes who drive their cars as if 
they were blind in both. No visual test has so 
far been devised to remedy this situation. 

Most drivers with defective vision, accord- 
ing to the authority quoted, are oblivious to 
the dangers to which they are constantly ex- 
posed. This condition may be remedied only by 
personal re-education adapted to individual 
needs. But in cases where the impediment is 
too severe to be thus remedied, there is only 
one course to be followed: Revocation of the 
driver’s license. 


A PAN AMERICAN LEAGUE? 

There has been considerable agitation for a 
Pan American League of Nations to supplement 
the Pan American Union and to bind in close 
ties the countries of this hemisphere. The plan 
has been advanced by two nations for the 
agenda of the Lima conference. One is the Do- 
minican republic, which has been largely a 
German goal, and Colombia, the most truly 
democratic nation and the country most friend- 
ly to the United States in South America. 

Envisioned in the proposal are links with the 
world League of Nations-at Geneva. Involved in 
the discussion are a guarantee of the territorial 
integrity and political independence of the 
member states; renunciation of neutrality in 
case of wars of aggression; no recognition of 
territory acquired through force or compulsion; 
a system of arbitration and conciliation for dis- 
putes; sanctions against aggressors and a defi- 
nition of an aggressor. Also embodied is a sec- 
tion which binds collaboration with the world 
league. 

It is not the first time the plan has been 
suggested in this hemisphere, and there is 
much that commends itself in the proposal 
which at this conference may draw support 
from countries which have looked at it askance 
in the past. 

But, for this country, there are inherent 
dangers in such an organization which should 
preclude any possibility of its advancing be- 
yond the discussion stage. There is, actually, 
little need of such an organization of nations. 
Already provided is the machinery for individ- 
ual and joint consultation in the event of a 
threat to continental peace. No nation is bound 
to a course of action which might be repugnant 
to the people of that country and a source of 
internal friction. A league organization would 
not aid in trade or cultural intercourse. These 
must come without formal development if they 
are to prove of lasting benefit. 

There must be, of course, machinery for 
common defense in the event of trouble, but 
there is no need for a top-heavy international 
Structure which would restrict freedom of ac- 
tion. This country should prepare for co-opera- 
tion, but not at the cost of entangling alliances.

Editorial of the Day 


THE UNITED STATES IN ASIA. 
(From the Montgomery Advertiser.) 

Far-sighted statesmen in Washington will not 
Wait much longer to tackle at the base the prob- 
lems that ere causing trouble between the United 
States and Japan, The Japanese reply to the 
American note regarding the open-door policy in 
China puts American relations with Tokyo on an 
entirely new footing. But there is no suggestion 
that a mending of the rift in relations between 
the two countries is forthcoming. 

But an attempt at peace should be made. The 
United States has nothing to gain by war with 
Japan; neither has Japan anything to gain by war 
with the United States. Tokyo militarists know 
that they could never defeat the United States 
navy without the support of other powers. They 
know that the cost of such a victory, even if it 
were possible, would be stupendous. 

Nevertheless, tension between the two coun- 
tries grows. Both countries have vital business 
interests in Asia. Japan is determined to drive 
out all competitors. It is a lawless and a sense- 
less policy, which in the end will cost her heavily. 
The same caveman ambition for power and 
wealth that has caused so many heartaches in 
history is at work again in the Far East.

SIGNS OF STRUGGLE WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—In the days 
of Jay Gould and Commodore Vander- 


bilt, the elder Morgan and the first Schiff, Wall Street fought its 
battles on the public stage. Now it is different. If you go to Morgan, 
Stanley & Company, you will probably get a polite denial that 
Dillon, Read & Company is regarded as more than an ordinary 
competitor. And, if you go to Dillon, Read, you will probably get 
professions of the tenderest esteem ‘or Morgan, Stanley. 

Yet numerous signs indicate the approach of an extraordinary 
struggle between the two underwriting houses. Since J. P. Morgan 
& Company sent out its offshoot, Morgan, Stanley’s greatness among 
underwriters has no more been challenged than the parent firm’s 
greatness in the general business world. But now the best-informed 
men here and in Wall Street predict that a challenge will be offered, 
by Dillon, Read, and in the field of utilities financing. 

The game is worth the candle. Before long, the utilities systems 
will be integrating themselves to meet the terms of the holding 


company act. 


Dozens of financing and refinancing operations will 


be necessary. If Dillon, Read get the bulk of the business away 
from Morgan, Stanley, the cash profit is likely to be immense. The 
profit in prestige will be quite incalculable, for Dillon, Read will 
be the David who licked the Morgan Goliath. 


BEFORE THE FUR FLEW 


Strangely enough, if the Dillon, 
Read challenge is finally offer- 


ed, a friendly relationship with the New Deal will have made it 
possible. Jay Gould shockingly profited by his power over Ulysses 
S. Grant. A Republican treasury department’s deep respect for the 
“corner” increased the stature of J. P. Morgan & Company in the 
twenties. But the New Deal’s friendship has rarely been regarded 


as a commercial asset. 


Nevertheless, the story really begins in the 1932 campaign. Then 
Paul Shields, whose firm of Shields & Company does Dillon, Read’s 
brokerage business, and a Dillon, Read partner, James Forrestal, 
were about the only important Wall Streeters who backed Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt. Both contributed handsomely to the Democratic 
campaign funds, and Shields subsequently became the President’s 


favorite Wall Street crony. 


In the first years of the New Deal, the relationship between 
government and business was confused by furious litigation. Fur- 
thermore, the government’s outpost in the financial community, the 
Securities and Exchange Commission, was controlled successively 
by Joseph P, Kennedy and James M. Landis. Both Kennedy and 
Landis were compromisers, and there were no real showdowns. The 
fur began to fly only when William O. Douglas was installed as

At that time, there were rumors of a 
co-operative relationship between Dillon, Read & Company, Shields 
and Harrison Williams, of the North American Company, who first 
broke the utilities’ united front against the holding company act. 
It was also observed that the Dillon, Read lawyers were the firm 
of Cotton, Franklin, a recruiting place for young New Dealers.

Shields and Dillon, Read seems to have been confirmed. More- 
over, the promise of complete co-operation with the government 
recently made by C. E. Boesbeck, of Electric Bond & Share, is 
regarded as significant. Shields shephered Groesbeck around Wash- 
ington when he came down to make his peace. And there is much 
talk that, although Electric Bond & Share has always been thought 
friendly tc Morgan’s, it new financing may go to Dillon, Read.

AT WARM SPRINGS President Franklin D. Roosevelt today 
will complete his talks with the 


American ambassadors summoned from Germany and Italy, 
totalitarian states. 

It is an important conference. We will not, for a time, hear 
much about it. Not until Secretary of State Hull has returned from 
South America will there be any complete plans made in this field 
of foreign policy. 

Writing from Austria some months ago there was ventured by 
the writer the opinion that eventually Czechoslovakia meant us. 
It does. The economic war of the Reich and of Japan already is 
directed at the United States in South America. It means us. We 
will see in this country, and very properly, the building of a large 
army, navy and air force. 

We ought to see, and probably will see, some plan to manu- 
facture and sell our surpluses to South American countries at a 
price below that of Germany and Japan. American goods have 
this asset—they are superior. They have this liability—thev cost 
more. Our labor is not paid low wages and worked long hours—at 
government direction. Our textile mills are not operated on feudal 
lines, as in Japan, with the daily wage about 22 cents. 

American cotton no longer dominates the world market. Our 
control caused increased production in other nations. Our control 
inspired the creation of a rayon cut staple which already is being 
woven or investigated by at least 80 per cent of fhe cotton mills 
in America. Sixty-five per cent of them are in the south. 

This thing is not to be worked out by panaceas such as free 
land, “thirty dollars every. Thursday,” or any other scheme. It is 
something which requires many experiments, mistakes, good hard 
sense, much patriotism, much diplomacy and a firmness which 
the government already has exhibited. 

Czechoslovakia and Austria already mean us. 


THE ERA OF DICTATORS . This is the age of dictators. 

Seventy-five millions of people 
in Germany and Austria live at the will of Adolf Hitler; Italy's 
millions are ruled by Mussolini: Russia’s many millions are di- 
rected by Stalin. In Japan there is a Fascist government in the 
making with its inevitable dictator. There are minor dictators and 
Kings. 

Already we have had two Fascist wars, one in Ethiopia and 
one in Spain. In Ethiopia Italy did all the military work with 
economic and political aid from Japan and Germany. In Spain 
Germany and Italy joined in military and political operations as 
did Russia. Russia withdrew. Germany and Italy still have in 
action men, officers, guns and planes. 

Hitler is the greatest of the dictators. 
elementary school. He has nothing of culture. He is notorious for 
his lies and his use of terror and violence. Yet to deny that he 
is a great force, that he possesses intelligence, will and an aim, is 
to ignore facts. 

In 1920 he was little better than a labor spy. 
thrown into jail after an ill-advised revolution had 
Munich. 

Today, just 15 years after he was thrown into jail and con- 
victed of treason—he is a world power. 

In 1921 Benito Mussolini, a one-time journalist, was little more 
than a gang chief. In different sections of Italy his ‘Brown Shirt’ 
organizations instigated terror and violence. He kept pounding at 
the working classes, promising them ‘liberty’, which they never got. 

When he had enough influence to obtain a place in the govern- 
ment he won over the army. Then, and not until then, came his 
‘march on Rome’. It was no more than a parade. A few com- 
panies of soldiers could have stopped them. 

Both Hitler and Mussolini came to power through an appeal to 
a people who were lost in the chaos which inevitably accompanies 
the break-down of government and economic life. 

Dictators and their successes are 


EASY TO UNDERSTAND oe 
easy to understand. They can 


come only from hunger, misery, little work, long hours, and the 
obvious fact that for the great masses of people, life is out of 
balance. They, came thus in Germany and Italy and in Russia. 

Only when the functions of government break down is it pos- 
sible to set up another government. There are a few people in 
America who think wishfully of some sort of industrial Fascism. 
Let them think twice. Industry and business under the dictators 
strictly is controlled, heavily taxed. It is the victim of ‘voluntary’ 
assessments. It exists at the whim of the government 

America can give thanks for Cordell Hull. It is ridiculous to 
assume that when almost every week finds an airplane spanning 
the seas, we are an isolated nation. Our voice must be heard. 

It would be most unfortunate if, in the spirit of rejoicing which 
in some quarters followed the recent defeats of New Deal candi- 
dates, there were created opposition to Cordell Hull’s plans. 

It also would be unfortunate if the original premises of the 
New Deal were forgot and discarded. In the days when Herbert 
Hoover hurriedly was packing for his near flight from Washington, 
the functions of government were badly weakened and, in some 
instances, broken. There must be continued planning, regardless 


of which party comes to power.

His Enemies List You 
As a Friend

If we have normal and mature minds, we like order. We are 
made uncomfortable or dismayed or annoyed in the presence of 
disorder, confusion and any kind of scatterment which we describe 
as a mess, 

We are unhappy when our ideas are confused, and we cannot 
feel at ease or reconciled to the world untif we have everything 
neatly labeled, catalogued and pigeonholed. 

We label one person “good” and another “bad;” one thing is 
right and another wrong; one belief is true and another false; one 
system is wise and another foolish. Not until everything and every- 
body known to us is properly tagged can we feel satisfied. But 
when the job is finished, we feel at ease, for we have things 
organized. 

Unfortunately, it is not necessary that the labels be correct 
The only thing that matters is that they satisfy us. We may have 
a false idea stuck in a pigeonhole with true ones, but we are con- 
tent so long as we think it true. 

The attaching of labels is done in the privacy of our own minds, 
without anybody's help, but we are unwittingly assisted by our 
training and prejudices and by the testimony we have heard and 
read. The result, of course, is frequent error. 

Mistakes are certain to occur in any case, for many of the things 
and ideas and people we have to catalog do not exactly fit any of 
the labels we have available.. In that case we attach the label 
that seems most appropriate and let it go at that. If a wise man 
is labeled foolish, foolish he is thereafter so far as we are con- 
cerned. 

This system clears away mental fog and gives us peace of mind, 
but its inflexibility and finality chain us to a certain pattern of 
behavior and invite more or less grief. 

During the recent European crisis, a fog of conflicting ideas 
had us confused for a time; but soon we had everything nicely 
labeled—this act “yellow;’ that one “wicked;” this nation a 
“menace;” that situation “shameful;” and so we brought order out 
of chaos and got everything nicely classified for all time to come. 

It wouldn’t matter, if we were right. But great matters look 
simple only when seen through the fog of ignorance, and our ability 
to label things quickly is evidence that we know little about them. 

. It is dangerous business, anyway, for no single label like “Fas- 
cist” or “Democrat” or “aggressor” can tell the whole truth about 
any man, much less a nation, and the use of such labels commits us 
to blind partisanship and makes us easy to use.
